REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The big problem of today is due to the high cost of fuel which is causing 
people to go back to wood burning stoves. This can be very dangerous if the 
installation of a stove is not properly performed. 

The chimney must be in excellent condition to handle the burning of wood. 
Creosote is the enemy that forms in the pipes and liners. If they are not 
kept clean, sooner or later they will cause a chimney fire. Chimney fires can 
cause much loss of life and property. DON'T LET THIS HAPPEN TO YOU. 

This past year the Fire Department has built an addition to the Fire 
Station. Due to limited space in the building this was necessary. It is 
surprising what can be done with a small amount of money and volunteer labor. 
I am very proud to be the Chief of such a group of men as the Newfields 
Volunteer Fire Department. The Town is most fortunate in having such a 
dedicated group. 

Plans will be made to have an Open House at the Station at a later date 
and when the weather is warmer. I wish it could be possible for all the 
townspeople to visit the Station and see what we have to offer for their Fire 
Protection. 

In closing, again, I take this opportunity to thank all members of the 
Fire Department and the auxiliary for their wonderful cooperation.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & STATH FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative 
effort between town fire organizations and the State Forest Fire Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legislature, 
the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality as a Forest Fire 
Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest fire prevention and 
control within his town. This person may ask the State Forester to appoint as 
many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be necessary to efficiently carry out 


his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts 
with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State 
organization is charged with assisting the municipal forest fire organization 


in any way possible. 


State personal conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire 
suppression, fire cause investigation, presecution of fire law violators and 
forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is purchased 
through State bulk purchasing ability and sold to local forest fire organiza- 
tions at one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained and turned over to 
town fire departments at no cost to local departments for conversion into fire 
suppression units. This cooperative arrangement between State and municipality 
has resulted in one of the best forest fire records in the United States with 
less than one-half acre of woodland burned in each fire reported.

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REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


There have been no construction projects undertaken during the past year 
by the Water Department. Six new services have been added to the water 
system with the total services now being 130. 

Due to the increase in operating costs, a rate increase of approximately 
20% has been promulgated effective April 1, 1980. This is the first increase 
since the installation of meters in 1974. 

The number of delinquent accounts has risen considerably during the past 
year prompting the decision to charge interest on past due accounts. Effective 
April 1, 1980 a penalty charge of 13% per month will be charged on all accounts 
due after 60 days from the date of the bill. 

It is planned to add the new well on Exeter Road to the system during 
1980.

The year started out on a somewhat negative note when it was learned 
at the annual district meeting on March 21 that the position ofthe 
district on the state's priority list had changed and state and federal 
funding appeared to be further off than ever before. 


As a result of the above news, your board in conjunction with the 
Board of Selectmen decided to call a hearing of all federal, state and 
local officials whom it was felt might be able to assist us. 


The public meeting was held on April 28, 1979 and was well attended by 
district residents as well as many state and federal officials. While 
nothing definite was determined at the meeting, we feel that the officials 
oresent were made to realize the urgency of the situation. 


On August 5, 1979 we attended a meeting in Concord to appeal for a 
higher rating. Subsequently, the Board of Water Supply and Pollution 
Control Commission did vote to place Newfields on the funding list for funds 
for fiscal 1980. 


As of the end of 1979 it appears that all the paperwork is falling in 
place and it is only a matter of time when the project will be funded. We, 
hopefully, look forward to construction by the spring of 1980.

I have examined the statement of assets and liabilities arising from cash 
transactions of the various funds of the Town of Newfields as of December 
381, 1979 and the related statements of revenues collected and expenditures 
disbursed for the year then ended.

The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and 
accordingly a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In my opinion, except for the above paragraph, the aforementioned statements 
present fairly the assets and liabilities of the various funds of the Town 
of Newfields as of December 31, 1979, arising from cash transactions, and 
the revenues collected and expenditures disbursed during the year ended 
December 31, 1979, on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

NEWFIELDS SCHOOL DISTRICT ANNUAL REPORT 
OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Public concern about basic knowledge and the basic skills in education is 
valid. It is agreed we want to develop informed, thinking citizens capable of 
participating in both domestic and world affairs. The basic skills, or essentials 
of education become the foundation for all future skills and content learning. 


In Newfields we have made a strong commitment to the basic skills through a 
mastery program of essential skills and abilities in a continuous progress approach. 
These skills have been divided into groups of learnings we call levels. As children 
show mastery of the skills in a level they progress to the next level. It is an 
orderly approach to learning, and for most children it is a successful means of 
providing for good learning. 


Recent tests of the Newfields children on a national standardized test has 
shown that the Newfields students scored higher on these tests in basic skills 
compared to national public school norms. In fact most scores were in line with 
the top quarter for all schools in the country. Much credit must be given to staff 
and programs. 


The Newfields teachers have made a commitment to follow the continuous progress 
approach, and I am grateful for their efforts and the obvious results. The school 
board has been most supportive of the system, and have given staff needed aides, 
materials and specialists to assist in giving every student an opportunity to use 
one's full learning potential, and to thus prepare students for the years ahead. 


In September the AREA #18 Vocational School will open. Much planning and prep- 
aration will have gone into the initial stages in organizing courses, getting 
materials, equipment, and a qualified staff to handle the wide variety of offerings 
for students. The Newfields secondary tuition pupils to Exeter will have additional 
opportunities beyond the academic areas. It is a pleasure to be able to announce 
these new vocational subjects. These will meet the needs of a group of students so 
they can graduate from high school with marketable skills. We should equip those 
interested with preparation for post secondary vocational training or job entry. 


The maintenance of responsible discipline while stressing good character build- 
ing is an essential which both the school and parents must share. Our schools have 
been well maintained over the years, and we are certainly blessed by the fact we do 
not have the problems of the big cities. I feel confident we can maintain a good 
school program. Costs are constantly rising for the schools as they have for every- 
one. The local property tax is hit hard. It is a known fact that the State 
mandates many standards and requirements but does not contribute much to meeting 
the cost of these mandates. As educators we must bear in mind, and be responsible 
with our request if we expect the community to continue to support the school 
budget. Teacher salaries, transportation and tuition both to the AREA schools and 
for special education take the bulk of the school dollar. Obviously heating bills 
are beginning to "cut" into the budget much as it does in your homes. The schools 
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depend on you, the citizens, for its ultimate support through your vote at district 
meeting. I trust you will view this year's proposals as reasonable. 


The principal of Newfields Elementary School, Harry Mangle, files the follow- 
ing report: 


During 1979 the Newfields Elementary School staff continued to improve the 
already high quality of education offered its students. As we begin 1980, we are 
fortunate to have such dedicated and experienced teachers instructing our young 
people. 


The school is organized into a primary and intermediate unit. It has two 
full-time primary teachers responsible for grades 1-3 and one half-time and two 
full-time intermediate teachers responsible for grades 4-6. The Newfields curricu- 
lum is considerably enriched by a music teacher and an art teacher two half-days a 
week. A part-time Title I reading tutor rounds out our instructional staff. Four 
key support personnel are the school secretary, nurse, speech therapist and cust- 
odian. Occasionally S.A.U. #16 personnel come to the school to assist with various 
aspects of the program. 


A significant occurrence this year has been a marked decrease in enrollment. 
In September 1978, there were 85 students enrolled. A year later in September 1979, 
our enrollment was 64. Over one-half of the decrease was because a relatively 
large sixth grade class of 19 students graduated and a small first grade class of 
6 pupils entered. We now have 68 pupils enrolled which means that the children are 
able to get a far more individualized program than would be possible with larger 
classes. Next September's projection is approximately 61 pupils as we are again 
sending more 6th graders to the Junior High than are being replaced by first 
graders. 


During 1979, implementation of the federal and state special education laws 
was vigorously pursued. As a result, we have made gains in more accurately 
diagnosing and meeting the educational needs of Newfields children. 


Last Spring the school produced a highly successful theatrical production with 
a new twist. "Views of Vaudeville" in which every child had a part, recreated a 
typical early 20th century vaudeville show. Many hardworking parent volunteers 
helped to make this event possible. 


During the summer, the PTO organized and sponsored a highly successful summer 
recreation program based at the school for Newfields school-aged children. This 
provided many of our children with a valuable supervised group experience. 


This past fall saw the beginning of an after-school soccer program run by the 
principal and a parent volunteer. A group of about seventeen enthusiastic soccer 
players from grades 2-6 practiced for six weeks and competed with two area schools, 
ending the ''season" with a tied record.

Also, for the first time, a community advisory group was formed to deal 
directly with the principal on issues involving the school. This group grew out 
of a common concern to increase the quality of communication between the community 
and the school. Membership is open to any Newfields' resident and teaching staff. 


The 1979-1980 school year will be the last year of the shared principal agree- 
ment with Brentwood. Next year, Newfields will be under the direction of a teach- 
ing principal who will spiit the time between teaching and administrative responsi- 
bilities.

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REPORT OF THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR 
Walter C. Pierce, Jr. 


There are three areas which have been requiring most of my time and will 
continue to do so in 1980-81. These areas are: energy management, financial 
management and budgeting, and maintenance of plant. 

Energy conservation is the single most critical component of any of the 
responsibilities of the Business Administrator. Recogniztng this, attempts are 
being made to increase eneray conservation awareness and to improve organization- 
al responsiveness to worthwhile suggestions. Projects whitch have above average 
potential for minimizing consumption of fuel and electricity need to be integrat- 
ed into our plant maintenance planning process. Along these lines, each school 
building in S.A.U. 16 has been enrolled in the Governor's Council on Energy 
conservation program. Energy audits have been completed for al] buildings and 
requests for funding engineering analyses have been submitted to the Governor's 
Council. Regardless of whether funds are granted by the State for engineering 
assitance, provision for these analyses is being included in the 1980-81 budgets. 
In addition, maintenance projects with above average energy savings potential 
are being evaluated. 

In the area of financial reports and budgeting the conversion to the Handbook 
IIR account codes, mandated by the State, has been completed. This year, the 
format for each school district budqet reflects this conversion. In order to take 
full advantage of these new codes, automation of our bookkeeping and accounting 
orocedures is being planned for 1980-81. Automation means computer and computer 
means increasing our capacity to analyze costs. It is honed that the 1980-81 
budgeting process and financial renorting will begin to be converted to an auto- 
mated system during the summer of 1980. 

Maintenance of plant is closely allied with energy conservation. Our goals 
for 1989-81 are to develop a more unified preventive maintenance program, improve 
the coordination of the maintenance and custodial effort amona all districts, and 
imptement procedures which will improve our response time to various project re- 
quests. 

In ccnclusion, in the short time I have been in this position, I have been 
extremely impressed with the dedication and competence of the clerical and custo- 
dia: personnel. The building princinals and their administrative personnel have 
also spent a great deal of their time assisting me. I would like to express my 
gratitude to all of these persons for their help and encouragement in these first 
few months.
